The first federal election in Bri¬ 
tish Columbia certainly Is s contrast 
to the one shortly to take place this 
year. At noon on November 24. 1871, 
In front of the Police Barracks in 
Victoria. Capt. Oood read, by ordet 
of the Returning Officer, Judge Pem¬ 
berton, not the Blot Act, but the 
Oovemor-General's writ authorising 
the election of two representative# 
from Victoria to the House of Com¬ 
mons at Ottawa—the first federal 
election held In British Columbia. 

As the local press briefly put It: 
“The electors to the number of 150 
assembled to take part in the election 
of two members to represent them 
in the House of Commons. The pro¬ 
ceedings were brief, listing barely 
forty-five minutes and. se will be seen 
below, resulted In the unopposed re¬ 
turn of Messrs. Nathan and De- 


tor la paper from an Irate and dis¬ 
gusted voter in 1871 complained bit* 
terly on this score. ' Never.** he wrote. 
"In the political history of Victoria 
District hss such s meagre, vacillating 
and inactive spirit been manifested 
on the part of those seeking the re¬ 
presentation thereof as la apparent on 
the present occasion. Here we are. 
within a few weeks of the elections, 
and. so far. none of the political 
•worthies' hsv« given out any certain 
■sound*." Certainly no one can com¬ 
plain of the lack of “sound" on the 
part of tboee seeking ejection to-day. 

In Victoria, on November 24, 1871, 
after Capt Oood had read the elec¬ 
tion proclamation to the gathered 
voters, nominations of the candidates 
began. Am the newspapers reported 
the proceedings. “Simeon Duck nom¬ 
inated Amor DeCosmos. claiming that 
he was an able and consistent advo¬ 
cate of Confederation and responsible 
government, and that, if sleeted, 
would do his duty to the beat of his 
ability—which was saying a good 
deal." Councillor Oowen secondsd 
the nomination. 


matleally wrong on s very thing to date. 

But; If you could go Into this ques¬ 
tion, you would probably find that 
Mr. Forbes doesn't know what Social 
Credit is; doesn't even know as much 
about It as poor Mr. Aberhart. who. 
to do him Justice, is eagerly trying to 
find out, after having been elected as 
ths chief authority on the subject. 

You would probably find that fsw. 
If any, beads of governments any¬ 
where understood Social Credit. I 
would wsger that Mr. Bennett-hasn't 
the faintest notion. I would wager 
that Mr. Rooeevelt hardly heard of 
It until after the Alberta election. If 
he beard of It then. The fact is. when 
you get close to statesmen, even In 
the humble capacity of a newspaper¬ 
man. you find that usually they don't 


that he will receive a fair and ittentive hearing 
to-night. He remain* Prime Minister until October 
.14, and as such should receive a cordial welcome to 
this city. 

His task this evening will he a difficult one. for 
lie would be a .miracle worker if he could explain 
away the record of his government during the last 
parliamentary term. More than five years ago he waa 
elected almost exclusively on the issue of unemploy¬ 
ment. He declared on every platform across the 
country that he Would find work for our unemployed^ 
At Moncton, Ngw Brunswick, on July 19, 1930, he 
said: “The Conservative party is going to find work 
for all who are willing to work or perish m the 
attempt." At Victoria on June 17, 1930. he spoke 
in similar terms, adding: “We in Canada can not 
tolerate the dole. Men and women in this country 
*"want work, not charity." He insisted throughout that 
unemployment was a national issue, and that Ottawa 
should be responsible for its settlement. He strongly 
criticized the King government for allowing what he 
called an emergency to exist 

Mr. Bennett fixed his hopes on the tariffs which 
as soon as he got into office he boosted as high as 
Hainan's gallows. Imports were anathema marana- 
tha. Public Enemy Number 1, and he set himself to 
their abolition. At that time there were some 117,000 
unemployed. Very shortly this number began to in¬ 
crease, until eventually it reached some 750,000, with 
more than a million Canadians on relief. Then came 
the relief camps with their demoralizing^ influence 
upon our citizenship. 

Thus, the sequel to Mr. Bennett’s pledges in 
1930 were many times more unemployment, and the 
very dole Which he said in this city Canada never 
should have and which the Canadian people never 
would tolerate. Trade shrank until at one time it 
dropped from a peak of more than 42.600,000,000 
to less than $900,000,000. The policy of restricting 
imports to a. minimum, in other words of trying to 
•ell more and buy less, led *o retaliatory duties against 
Canadian products by other countries—an inevitable 
consequence. Taxation was radically increased m 
many other ways. Then the Prime Minister claimed 
that the twin problem of trade and empl op UBi was 
part of a great world complex. No longer was 
Ottawa to be expected to solve jt; no longer could 
the Conservative party be expected to meet our 
most imperative requirement or perish in the attempt, 
no longer should we spurn the dole. 

In his speech in Victoria on June 17, 1930. Mr. 
Bennett said: "Is there any excuse for Canada to 
have hard times if the government is doing its duty? 
This is a new country with large undeveloped resources. 
It is not like the Old Land or even the United States. 
We have great resources almost untouched. Under 
such circumstances why should we. of all people, have 
bard times?" How does Mr. Bennett square this 
conception of Canada of five years ago with a five¬ 
fold increase of unemployment, n million people on 
relief, the tragedy of relief camps, higher taxation, 
and a trade which shrank to lets than half of its 
former proportions, during his term of office? The 
Contrast is startling. 

Wa agree with the implication of the Prime 
Minister’s query in 1930 of why a new country like 
Canada with great undeveloped resources should have 
hard times, but why did he not take advantage of the 
Unique position which he declared then Canada 
occupied? Why did he permit unemployment to 
mount upwards every day? Why did he put our 
people on the dole? Why did he allow the estab¬ 
lishment of relief camps? He had been invested 
by Parliament with more authority than any other 
Canadian Prim* Minister ever had, he had a blank 
cheque for 4 vast sum—a most unusual procedure— 
he had dictatorial powers with His large majority, 
and used them.

When the first federal election took 
place in British Columbia after Con¬ 
federation nomination* were oral and 
voting waa open. There were no 
parties, no party lines. To-day. five 
major parties are bidding for power. 
British Columbia waa given six seats 
in the House of Commons and was 
allowed three senators. The popula 
tlon of the Infant colony at this time 
was but 10,506 persons! The seats in 
the House of Commons were divided 
among five electoral districts of which 
Victoria City, then the metro polls of 
the oolony. had two.

Mrs. Lindbergh’s Book 
Of Trip to Orient 
Has Literary Merit 

B r THIS TIME you has* probably been Informed 
that Anna Morrow Lindbergh haa written an 
aocount at tha flight aba and bar huaband made 
to China in 1>31, and that tha book la namad 
••North to tha Orient." It remains only to report 
that tha book la a great deal more Interesting and 
charming than you ara likely to aspect. 

In other words this book wUI not han to be 
carried by tha glamour of . a great name. Mrs. 
Lindbergh la a writer of uncommon ability. U 
aba keeps on os aha haa begun, there la a good 
chance that future generations will remember her 
husband as much for her proas as for his flights. 

To begin with, aha describes tha preparations 
for the flight, and Its Incidental minor adventures, 
with a great deal of humor. Her efforts to master 
the Intricacies of radio, tha 3 in etslt of two 
aaklmoa In a lonely lake In Alaska, an evening In 
tha home of a Japanese fisherman who could not 
apeak a word of English—things Ilka tbeaa aba 
puts down with genuine wit. 

Bettor than that, however, to the way aha suc¬ 
ceeds In telling what the fascination of flying 
really la. Filers, as a rule, seem tongue-tied when 
It comas to explaining the emotional experience 
that a long flight brings. Mrs Lindbergh makes 
tha nature of that experience so clear that It be¬ 
comes your own. 

This book would be Interesting even If Lind- 
bergh wore someone you had never heard of be¬ 
fore. By any standard, it la one of the boat books 
of tha entire summer. It la published by Har- 
court, Broca and Co.

If music becomes a subject in all school* (day end high), then at the 
Normal (where music te a subject for study), then there would be many 
student* who later in life Intend to take up teaching m a profession would 
thus become equipped end be qualified to oarry on music Instruction In 
whatever rural dtetricte they may happen to receive an appointment. 

It te a matter of the fullest importance, and the day le not far distant 
when It will receive greeter consideration by our educational authorities, 
who have themselves been long aware that In many rural dtetricte schools 
have been without any musical Instruction in spite of the fact that there 
te a strong and growing demand for it.

There measures will areas* an Interesting question tn the matter of tha 
tower tn our own cathedral In which It Is proposed to install a peal of bells, 
especially to the cathedral architect. J. C. M. Keith. It te reedHp seen how 
much force a peal of belle will exert on a tower when the bell* ara being 
runs- The unbalanced swinging mass of metal,' whore loros te constantly 
changing both in 1U direction and He quantity, must clearly subject a tower 
to s very considerable amount of oscillation. Scientifically, It haa been 
proven that s peal of eight bells, with a total weight of three ton*, can exert 
a horizontal thrust of eight or nine tone on a tower. 

Wat over three centuries it has been th* practice to design bell-frames 
ao that, m far M poattble. half the weight swings east and west and tha 
rest north and south. Thte arrangement had ecmetimae to be changed 
because of tbe else and construction of the tower. 

To-day the foundation members of s beU frame are arranged to take 
a bearing in all four wall*, generally two walla In the old days. Other de¬ 
velopments have followed In recent years, particularly In uV position* tn 
which the ban ropre fall from the wheels, which tn explanation would tn- 
volve a great deal of technical detail. There have been worked out by 
K. N. Lewis. Mi . the prealdent of the Central Council of Church Bell 
Ringers of Mtand. to which notice u respectfully conveyed to the Bishop 
of British Columbia, whore interest la the installation of a peal of belle 
at the Cathedral bu drawn th* attention of the community.

are associated with a particular person. Incident 
or dramatic emotion, and recur In the music when¬ 
ever tbs person or dramatic Idea with which they 
are connected recur In the play.

Y*T. WHEN 'Lohengrin" wa* finished in 1848, 
1 he could not get it accepted for performance. 
Hla first opera waa written at Wursburg. where 
be had secured a position as choruamaster, but 
waa not j*rf6rWed tifttn UlMHf Hew y ears after 
hie death, at Munich. His second opera, based 
on "Measure for Measure." was s complete failure. 
He moved after this fiasco to tbs Russian town 
of Rigs, where he wrote the first two set# of what 
was destined to be the work whfth first brought 
him acclaim. "Rlenkl.’' He went to Parts with 
hla libretto and score, hla wife and a huge New¬ 
foundland dog—but Paris would have none of him 
or hla opera. He could not even get a piece aa 
chorus singer In a Boulevard theatre He did 
manage to eke out a bare existence by proof¬ 
reading and arranging popular melodies and op¬ 
eratic score* for the piano and cornet. 

Plnally. "Rienzl" waa produced In Dresden in 
October of 1M2 and was a brilliant success. 
Wagner waa the hero of the day, andi early In 
1843 hla "Plying Dutchman." based on' hla experi¬ 
ences of a four-weeks-long. storm-tossed voyage 
from Plllau to London, waa given. Tbe audience 
was puzzled and displeased with the second opera. 
It being ao new In form and spirit that but few 
could understand It. "Tannhauaer" waa still fur¬ 
ther removed from the accepted model* of tbe 
day, and neither public nor press were ready to 
accept It.

He has probably come to London 
both for pleasure trip* and for mat¬ 
ters of statesmanship, more than any 
Indian ruler prince.

The Mahara¬ 
jah at once mobilised hi* troops and 
took over the protection of the Im¬ 
portant railway communications run¬ 
ning through Patiala to the Northwest 
frontier furthermore, he went to 
tbe British general headquarters at 
Am be la and put himself and his 
troops unreservedly at the disposal of 
OH Q. a few weeks later, when the 
expected Afghan^assault materialised, 
he volunteered for active aervlce and

"Tristan und Isolde" and "Die 
Melsterslnger" were successfully produced, but hla 
enemies made Ufa ao unbearable for him that he 
left about this time for a villa on Lake Lucerne. 
The last of the Tetralogy. "Ootterdaxnerung." was 
not completed until 1974. Notwithstanding the 
king * friendship, Wagner's plan for having a 
special theatre for this epic cycle In Munich was 
a failure and Balreuth was selected as the Mat 
place for It. To secure the large sum needed. 
Wagner societies were founded In the cities of 
Europe and America. An immense sum was raised, 
and In August of 1878 three complete perform¬ 
ances of the entire cycle were given, an artistic 
triumph, resulting in a large deficit. Later, after 
tbe completion of "Paralfal" In 1892. over twenty 
performances of this opera were given during two 
months During the following February Wagner 
died In Venice. His second wife. Coslma. the 
daughter of Llast. continued the festivals, which 
soon became enormously profitable.- 


And last April, in recognition of 
hie tolerance. Pop* Plus XI received 
him in special audience in Rome and 
bestowed upon him tbe Orand Cross 
off Bt. Oragory the Orest.

Composition Shoes 
To Be Tested Out 

, CVEBPITE the protest of leather and 
| cattle Interests, bids have been 
ordered at Washington on 187.600 
i pairs of shoes with com position soles 
and heels for the Civilian Conserva¬ 
tion Corps. 

At the same Ume bids will be re¬ 
ceived on 603,600 pairs of shoes with 
full leather soles sod heels to deter¬ 
mine which are cheaper At first It 
was planned to divide the purchase 
'of 760.000 pairs so that half would 
be of the composition material.^ 

Robert IVchner. director of the 
corps, in discussing the matter said 
that he “decided not to equip all of 
these shoes with composition hedls 
and soles but should equip s quantity 
sufficient to. demonstrate fully the 
possibilities of shoes thus equipped 
for corps use ” 

“Accordingly. I first directed that 
one-half of the 760.000 pairs of shoes, 
or 376.000. be equipped with composi¬ 
tion heels and soles, but on recon¬ 
sideration It was decided that one- 
fourth of this total, or 187.500 pahs, 
would be sufficient." he explained 
* “It has been stated to me that by 
departing from the leather soles and 
heels this office would be ln opposi¬ 
tion to the general policy of the 
government with respect to improv¬ 
ing the. leather market: further, that 
the policy la to lavor home-grown 
goods against foreign products. . 

“On this score I desire to make the 
following observations: 

“First, that I consider my primary 
duty to be to the Civilian Conserva¬ 
tion Corps and by whatever amount 1 
can reduce the cost of shoes or of 
anything else entering Into Its main¬ 
tenance. by Just so much can I take 
more men off the streets and re¬ 
habilitate them. 

"Second. If I can reduce the acci¬ 
dent rate due to slipping. X not only 
save suffering among these young 
men. but I can also increase the 
amount off constructive work which 
the corps can accomplish. 

“Third, while there would he some 
decrease ln the amount of leather 
ln the shoes, the cotton manufac¬ 
turer benefits, since the type of eom* 
position sole and heel in question, 
contaftM a large percentage of cotton."

Sausage Secrets 

^LTHOtTOH the mystery of hash 
baa long been solved snd Its varied 
formulae vaunted by landlady and 
chef, that of the sausage remains— 
at least the teglleh sausage. And. 
aa an inevitable corollary, tha reoent 
efforts of the British Ministry of 
Agriculture to draw up a national 
mark, or recipe, scheme for sausages 
have failed. The ministry reports: 

“It is Impossible to devise a satis¬ 
factory grading scheme, and the 
sausage will retain its proverbial 
secret" 

The attempt to Introduce a na¬ 
tional mark scheme was made at the 
suggestion of the Bacon Marketing 
Board. It was felt that such a scheme, 
carrying aa It would a government 
guarantee of quality, would give the 
public greater confidence in sausages 
snd Increase the demand. It would 
also Increase the use of English pork 
ln them. 

It seems, however, that the sausage 
mystery is a very real one. Several 
manufacturers use in the production 
of their sausages secret processes 
which they are unwilling to disclose. 
7b bring such proceesse within the 
national mark would reveal these sec¬ 
rete to all manufacturers. On the 
other hand, if thege sausages are to 
be excluded from the grading scheme 
the effect might be that the national 
mark could not ha applied to some 
of the beat sausages produoed ln the 
country. Bo tha ministry has reluc¬ 
tantly decided to abandon the project. 

The only other commodity that has 
aoXar defied the efforts of the min¬ 
istry to apply a nations] mark scheme 
la potatoes Tht difficulty artaee ln 
determining quality.

Garden Hints 
For This Week

I N ALL gardens then* is a 
relatively large amount of 
wa8te material such as grass 
and- tha l i a fia and atatka of 

flowers and vegetable!, which 
is generally burnt or removed 
as garbage and is lost to the 
garden. * 

Moat of this waste Is organic, that 
la. largely composed of carbonaceous 
matter, and Ig derived from the car¬ 
bon dioxide la the air. from the water 
la the soli and the plant food con¬ 
stituents dissolved la this water 
When rotted, thU material 1* often 
called humus, which I* a mass of 
organic material which haa largely 
lost Its fibrous structure. This ma¬ 
terial la valuable to the soil, both for 
the nitrogen and other plant food 
which It contain* and also for the 
beneficial action of the organic mat¬ 
ter on the texture of the aoU. 

The rotting of garden waste la a 
simple matter and can be carried out

The glory of the summer roaa 
garden passes all too quickly. Already, 
stimulation of growth by fertilisers 
and cultivation in tbs rose bad should 
be discontinued. 

These precautions, the experienced 
gmrdner knows, favor the ripening of 
the wood of the bush, which la neces¬ 
sary for safe wintering. Th* shoots 
of tbs briar, commonly called tuckers, 
which cottae up from tbs roots should 
be cut out below the surface, but 
beyond this the soil had better not be 
disturbed until tho- time arrives for 
the fall application of manure, which 
should be delayed until freezing 
weather la approaching. 

Unleaa spraying and dusting have 
been thoroughly done. planU of some 
varieties are likely to show disease lu 
th* forms of mildew and black spot 
To combat these enemies, the planU 
should be thoroughly dusted three or 
four times, at Interval* of ons week.
